q Manufacture of Sulphate of 
Aluminum,

One, and probably the chief, reason 
why the expensive potash alum has held 
its own against other and cheaper alumi- 
num compounds for use by makers of me- 
dium and fine papers, in spite of its only 
containing some 10 per cent. of available 
alumina (Al,O,), is the fact that commercial 
potash alum is almost entirely free from 
iron, soluble or insoluble. 

The injurious nature of iron compounds 
in all chemicals used in preparing paper 
stock is well known, but the trouble is to 
get rid of it ina manner which shall be effi- 
cient and yet not so increase the cost of pro- 
duction as_ to make its use prohibitive. A 
valuable method—in principle applicable 
to many chemicals besides aluminum sul- 
phate—of removing iron, and thus obtaining 
a pure product, has recently been patented 
by Eugene Augé, of Montpellier, France. 
Alarge tank, lined with lead and holding 
some 8 cubic metres, is charged with 100 
litres of water mixed with about 1,600 
kilogs. of sulphuric acid (chamber acid) 
weighing about 50° Baume’. For diluting the 
acid it is, of course, preferable, where pos- 
sible, to use the waste lyes from a previous 
similar operation. The acid is heated by 


direct steam, and when it has reached the: 
temperature of above 90°C. is mixed with. 
700 kilogs. of finely ground bauxite and_ 
well stirred. A strong chemical action be- | 


gins to take place very soon and the mix- 
ture largely increases in volume. The re- 
action is allowed to subside, and after a 
certain amount of cooling the mass is dis- 
solved either in fresh water or in waste lye 
from a previous operation and run into a 
reservoir. Should the iron contained in the 
bauxite not be all in the ferric form, it is 
necessary to complete the oxidation by the 
use of either nitric acid or a nitrate or by 
any means which will accomplish the ob- 
ject, which is of course to bring all iron 
compounds to the highest possible state of 
oxidation. The proportions named above 
are variable*according to how many per 
cent. of alumina (AI,O,) are contained in 
the bauxite and depend also on the fineness 
of subdivision of the same. 

Everything depends on getting any iron 
Compounds present into the ferric state of 
oxidation and no free acid present. The so- 
lution when run into the reservoir should 
still show a temperature of 40° to 60° C., 
and is then mixed with another 85 kilogs. 
of finely powdered bauxite. The last ad- 
dition is that of a quantity of low grade 
potash alum, viz., impure alum or alum 
refuse. The amount required depefids on 
the amount of iron to be precipitated. 
Thus, if the bauxite contains 4 to 5 per 
cent. of ferric oxide it is necesgary to add, 
Say, 50 to 60 kilogs. of alum. After vigor- 
us stirring the mixture is allowed to rest, 
when it is found that the iron all separates 
cut owing to the formation of artificial 
alumnite. If desired the last let of 85 
kilogs. of bauxite may be replaced by the 
corresponding quantity of pure aluminum 
hydroxide. 

The principle which is applied in this 
method was discovered by Berthelot in his 
thermo-chemical investigations, in which 
he found that the compounds of sulphuric 
acid with alumina develop during their for- 
mation a greater number of calorics than 
the compounds of this acid with ferric oxide 
and less than with ferrous oxide. It follows 
prom the above that in compounds of sul- 
Phuric acid with alumina ferric oxide is 
Precipitated out ‘by alumina, while ferrous 
xide will throw out the alumina. Hence 
“temove iron from a sulphuric acid solu- 

‘on of alumina it is in the frst place essen- 

‘al to have all iron in the ferric state, and 

hen all that is required is to add an excess 








of alumina or of a mineral containing alu. 
mina. 

After boiling the mixture for some hours 
it will assume a deep red color, owing to 
the separation of ferric oxide, and this 
oxide separates out in the gelatinous form 
and takes a great while to deposit. It is 
found that the addition of a sufficient quan- 
tity of a potash salt, particularly of potash 
alum, has the effect of converting the gelat- 
inous ferric oxide into a form which easily 
deposits, and it is claimed that this action 
is due to the formation of artificial alum- 
nite.

Setting Up Steam Power. 
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(Continued.) 
In selecting an engine care should be 
taken, as has been mentioned. The work 
to be done and how it is to be done, whether 


the engine has gotto handle a heavy inter- 
mittent or a perfectly uniform load, must be 
considered. There are many makes of 
good engines in the market, and the thing 
is to get the one which will give the best 
results in the given position. 


Assuming that a compound engine is to 
be used, the question first comes up whether 
to use a tandem or a double engine, en- 
gines of this class being built both ways. 
The balance of opinion seems to be by far 
in favor of the tandem engine, that is, anen- 
gine with the small cylinder in front of the 
large one and in line with it centrally. En- 
gines made in this way are lighter and sim- 
pler than those of the other form. The two 
cylinders and valves are the same for both 
engines, of course, but the double has two 
beds, two connecting rods, two cranks, &c., 
to the tandem’s one, and consequently there 
are more parts to look after and to wear 
out, and more room is taken up and larger 
foundations are required. The best and 
largest marine engines are made tandem, 
and the prominent engine builders of the 
country make the stationary compounds 
the same. The argument that the double 
cranked engine runs the most uniformly in 
its motion has not much weight. It is to 
be admitted that the two crank engine will 
run the most regular revolutions when 
starting up, but this is of small consequence, 
as the time when uniform motion is re- 
quired is when at full speed and doing regu- 


lar work, and at this point the tandem 
runs as regular as the other. 

Then in the instance of an increase of 
the power becoming necessary a new en- 
gine to match the tandem can be coupled 
to the opposite end of the original shaft, 
and this cannot be done with a double en- 
gine, as both ends of the shaft are already 
used. Again, as far as appearance is con- 
cerned, the tandem is much the handsomest 
engine. 

Setting the engine is done too often in a 
very shiftless way, which strains and wears 
the engine when running much beyond 
what it should. The top of the foundation 
should be brought to an absolute level over 
its whole surface ; then the castings are to 
be put in position and lined in the vertical 
plane along the length of the engine and 
note made, for instance, of the castings at 
the shaft end to make account of how much 
they are out of centre horizontally, and the 
stone should be dressed correspondingly 
and another trial made until the setting is 
exact. In this way the whole casting of 


the engine will rest evenly and firmly on 
the stone, and when bolted down the engine 
will be absolutely solid, with no chance of 
working loose and giving trouble from strain- 
ing and wrenching the whole engine because 
the different parts are not held in their proper 
places. Again, in this way an engine put 
in perfect line at first always remains so. 
This is an element of great importance, es- 
pecially in a tandem engine. An engine of 
any kind out of line causes excessive wear 
to occur and in parts where it incurs much 
loss and trouble. There are one or two 
engine builders who have their engines set 
up in the manner described, but the greater 
proportion of the engines built in the coun- 
try are not looked after so carefully when 
put in and consequently much shiftless 
work is done. With foundations put in as 
has been described, and the pillow blocks 
of the shaft set evenly and solid to the 
stone, the wheel, no matter how heavy, 
will always remain in the vertical plane in 
which it belongs, the shaft remaining per- 
fectly level, giving no cause for excessive 
and uneven wear, as occurs when these 
things are put in improperly. 

It isa very common error to look over 
construction work and think that the foun- 
dations are large and seem all right and 
that the casting of the engine looks heavy 
enough so that it would not move any way, 
and that with the bolts holding them down 
everything is all right. This is no way for 


work of this kind to go on, for after it is 
completed no doubt it will appear all right 
superficially, but at the same time it will 
not be worth one-twentieth of what it has 
cost. It will be only a little while before 
repairs and patching will begin, and then 
they will continue as long as the thing is 


run.

Numbering Attachment for Paper 
Machines. 











The device herewith illustrated is in- 
tended for numbering sheets of paper in 
process of formation on the paper machine 
by means of watermark characters, which 
are pressed against the sheet of pulp and 
are shifted to change the number at each 
impression or after a desired number of im- 
pressions, Heretofore the characters for 
printing the watermarks have been invari- 
able; but in this instance a numbering ap- 
paratus having characters suitable for 
forming watermarks or impressions in the

pulp and means for automatically shifting 
said figures is combined with a paper ma- 
chine or appropriate parts thereof in such a 
way as to mark or impress the desired num- 
bers in proper order at suitable intervals 
on the sheet of pulp as it is fed through the 
machine. Preferably the numbering appa- 
ratus is placed in the dandy roll and is ac- 
tuated to shift the printing characters and 
to bring the same against the sheet of pulp 
by the rotation of the roller. 


Figure 1 is an end view of the numbering 
apparatus. Figs. 2 and 3 are views in 
planes parallel to that of Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is 
a longitudinal section. Figs. 5 and 6 are 
views illustrating the application of the 
apparatus to the paper machine, and Fig. 7 
is a detail view of one of the supports for 
the pulp rolleror dandy. Fig. 8 iga section. 

The numbering apparatus is composed of 
disks, C C’, of which there is one for each 
decimal place in the highest number to be 
marked or impressed, and each of which 
forms the carrier for the numerical char- 
acters 0 to 9, arranged consecutively around 
the periphery of the disk. These disks, 
C C’, &c., are mounted on hubs, C*, through 
which passes the squared shaft A of the 
dandy roll A*. The squared shaft B also 
passes through these hubs, but is free 
to turn therein, being supported in the 
cams ¢, which on one side are journaled in 
the hubs C* and on the other in the plates 
rr, &c., mounted on the shaft A, like the 





hubs C*. The object of these cams is to 
give an impression by moving the appro- 
priate characters radially of the disks C C’, 
&e. 

Mounted on the shaft Bisa sector gear, 
a, which meshes with a pinion, 4, the latter 
being mounted on a plate, r, and engaging 
an interiorly toothed rim of the units disk, 
C. The sector gear a is held in place by the 
piece 4, whose opposite end is fastened to 
the plate 7, and the gear has just enough 
teeth to turn the disk C through a tenth of 
a revolution at each rotation of the gear a 
and shaft B relatively to the shaft A. At 
the end of each complete revolution the 
units disk C moves the tens disk C’ through 
a tenth of a revolution, and this latter sim- 
ilarly operates the hundreds disk, which 
in turn may operate the thousands, and so 
on indefinitely. 

The means adopted for imparting motion 
to the tens disk C’ are shown in Figs. 2, 4, 8. 
The pinion #, which is mounted on the plate 
r and meshes constantly with the interiorly 
toothed rim of the disk C’, is wide enough 
to mesh also with the interiorly toothed 
sector 7’ of the ring /, which is fixed to the 
disk C, the sector containing just the num- 
ber of teeth necessary to advance the disk 
C’ one-tenth of a revolution. The untoothed 
portion of the ring / is left with a smooth 
surface, over which two of the teeth on 
the projecting portion of the pinion » slide, 
their contact with the ring preventing the 
rotation of the pinion », except when the 
sector f’ engages the pinion ». Tostart the 
pinion #, a finger, /, carried by the disk C, 
is arranged to strike the teeth of the pinion 
m, which is mounted on the plate 7 and 
meshes with the pinion #. From the fore- 
going description it is evident that if the 
shaft B be turned relatively to the shaft A 
the sector gear a will at each revolution of 
the shaft B shift the units disk C the space 
between two numbers, and that at every 
tenth shifting or complete revolution of 
the units disk the finger / and sector 7’, 
carried with the units disk, will, through 
the pinions mn, shift the tens disk C’ the 
space between two numbers. The printing 
or numbering characters on the disk are 
composed of a light body of metallic cloth, 
on which is formed, in the usual manner, 
the watermark character, either plain or 
shaded ; or it is composed of rubber, with 
the number in relief or depressed ; or it is 
composed in any other known or suitable 
way for forming characters to impress a 
watermark on paper. The characters have 
each a square stem in two parts, / and 4, 
movable radially in guides in the rim of the 
appropriate disk C C’, &c., the two parts, / 
and 4, being connected with each other by 
a screw, i, in order to provide fof adjusting 
the length of the stem. As the disks C C’, 
&c., are revolved, the numerical characters 
on each disk are brought successively out- 
side the cam ¢ of that disk in position to be 
pushed out radially by the cam ¢ acting 
against the lower end of the stem /4. The 
characters are returned and normally held 
in by the flat springs, g, each of which 
at one end is fastened to the rim of the 
number disks, C C’, &c., while the other end 
fits in a notch in the stem / 4 and presses 
against the inner surface of the notch. The 
cams ¢ are so placed on the shaft B that the 
revolution of the latter shifts the number 
disks while the characters are withdrawn, 
and then brings the cams into action to push 
out the numbers, which are ready to givean 
impression. The cams hold these numbers 
or characters out for about a third of a 
revolution, during which time they are 
pressed against the wet sheet of pulp. 


As said above, the numbering apparatus 
is mounted on the squared shaft A of the 
pulp roller or dandy A*. 
bering disks CC’ at one side an opening is 
formed in the periphery of the roller (or, if 
more than one apparatus is placed in a 
roller, an equal number of openings are 
formed through the periphery), as shown in 
Fig. 5, so that the characters may make

Repair Work.

It is a good plan to build a number 
of permanent ladders in the wheel room. 
This does not cost much and the facilities 
for cutting on top of drainers and stuff 
chests enable a man to do more work and 
to do it better, to say nothing of the 
amount of labor from which he is saved. 
When step ladders are built for this pur- 
pose, and for all others as well, be careful 
not to put the steps too farapart. Evena 
6 foot man will have no business with 
treads over 12 inches apart. Put them in 
8 inches from each other, and a man can go 
up and down easily. This is especially 
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true where heavy tools or other material 
must be carried up and down. 

If any doubt exists as to the difference 
apart treads should be, just watch a man 
coming down a ladder where the rounds are 
14 or 15 inches apart. By watching closely 
he will be seen to feel with his foot for each 
round and he advances the foot about 8 
inches before attempting to explore for the 
next round or step. Even ordinary ladders

bottle, and after shaking well allow the mix- 
ture to stand for twenty or thirty minutes. 
If the upper stratum of liquid is of a straw 
color and the lower stratum is colorless it 
is safe to say that the oil is pure. If it has 
been adulterated a different effect will be 
observed in both strata. 

Turpentine is not tested quite so easily as 
the oil, but a test may be made by putting 
a little potassium iodide in an ounce bottle 
of clear white glass. Next fill the bottle 
half full of turpentine, shake it well for a 
minute or two and allow the contents to 
settle. The crystals of potassium will re- 
main white and the liquid clear provided 
the turpentine is pure, but if adulterated 
the crystals will turn to a brownish color 
and the liquid will become pink. 

Another test can be made by adding an 
equal volume of water to turpentine in a 
bottle, allowing them to settle after being 
thoroughly shaken. In this test the upper 
portion of the liquid will be a lemon color 
and the lower portion will be a deep orange. 
Still another method of testing turpentine 
is by the use of Baumé’s hydrometer. See 
that the turpentine stands at 60 degrees 
Fahr., and the hydrometer will stand at 8€5 
degrees, provided the turpentine is pure. 

I will bring up a couple more paint 
‘*kinks.’?’ Sometimes a keg of white lead 
does not cover as much territory as ex- 
pected.

About Injectors. 
New York, July 21, 1891. 

To the Editor of The Fournal: 
Being a subscriber to your valuable paper 
| and noticing an article in your issue of July 
18, 1891, on first page, entitled, ‘* How the 
Injector Does It,’’ I take the liberty of re 
viewing certain statements made in said 

article. 

Your contributor therein states that ‘‘cer- 
tain injectors will not work well when the 


| steam pressure is too high,’’ but he omits 
to state that there are injectors in the 
market which will operate under any steam 
pressure, whether at 5 pounds or at 1,000 
pounds pressure. 

Again, he states that ‘for high pressure 
of steam good results can only be obtained 
with cold water.’’ This statement should 
| also be supplemented with the announce- 
ment that there are some injectors which 
will take supply water at 160° Fahr. with 60 
pounds steam, and will also lift cold water 
from 20 to 25 feet vertically, and at the 
same time work under variation of 
steam pressure or depth of suction, and also 
| that they are capable of throttling the 
water supply so that the feed will be equal 
to the amount of evaporation in the boiler.

Materials. 
This invention relates to a cess 
of ornamenting or pressing pasteboard (par 


ticularly such as is generally used for signs 


and book covers), paper, leather and other 
plastic material—such, for example, as 
wood, textile material, rubber, celluloid or 


the like—and the object of the invention 1s 


to decorate such plastic material with gold, 
silver or other metal leaf. 

The process consists in taking a base of 
the required material—such as a piece of

pasteboard—and providing it with an ad 


hesive, such as glue, shellac, gelatine or 


the like. Metallic 


the adhesive, and the whole is exposed to 


leaf is then placed over 


pressure between heated dies, so as to 


cause the metal leaf to adhere to the base 
at the required spots and at the same time 
to form depressions or sockets in the leaf 
and in the base. After the article has been 
pressed by the dies it is removed there- 
from, and the sockets are then dusted 
with an adhesive, such as powdered shellac 
or gum. A second layer or supply of metal 
leaf is then placed over the first layer, and 
the parts of the leaf at the sockets only are 
exposed to pressure in the heated dies. 
The result of such second pressure is that 
a double layer of metal leaf is applied in 
the sockets, and as the entire pressure is 
now applied only at the sockets the metal 
leaf will be pressed very smooth, so as to 
assume a brilliant or glassy appearance. 
The brilliant appearance in the sockets is 
also insured by having the projections of 
one die provided with smooth faces or 
facets, and

In the illustration herewith presented | 
is shown a plant of ten Warren filters, 
recently set up by the Cumberland Manu- 
facturing Company, of Boston, in the city 
of Oshkosh, Wis., for the Oshkosh Water 
Works Company. 

Oshkosh is a city of some thirty thousand 
inhabitants, situated on the western shore 
of Lake Winnebago, from which the city 
The water of the 


gets its water supply. 
lake in the summer time is very much con- 
taminated with vegetable matter brought 
to it by the Fox and Wolf rivers, and as the | 
lake is very shallow and sluggish the water 
becomes objectionable in appearance, odor 
and taste. Analysis showed that when the | 
water of this lake was freed from the vege- 
table matter discharged into it it was suita- 
ble for drinking. 

The Oshkosh Water Works Company had 
long tried’ to purify the water of this lake, 
Its pump house was located within 200 feet 
of the shore and its intake pipes extended 
1,000 feet or more into the water. The 
water being objectionable driven wells 
were resorted to, and an effort was made to 
purify it by filtration through one of the 
closed or pressure filters, but all efforts 
proved unsatisfactory. 

In 1890 John W. Hill, the well-known 
water works engineer of Cincinnati, made a 
careful examination of the matter, and 
upon his recommendation the Oshkosh Water 
Works Company decided to put in a plant 
of Warren filters. 

Work at once began, the plant was com- 
pleted in due time, and the results obtained 
were satisfactory, as is shown by the follow- 
ing communication : 

Osuxosn. Wis., June 18. 1891. 
W. B. Nye, Esq., Manager Cumberland Manufactur- 
ing Company, Boston, Mass. : 

Dear Sir—Your inquiry of June 11 is at hand. We 
are very much satisfied with our filter plant here, and 
are thoroughly convinced that it is the best and cheap- 
est filter plant to operate that is being used anywhere. 
We have, as you know, ten filters, which were guaran- 
teed for 2,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours. Last 
Sunday we had a fire here which lasted over eight 
hours. For almost two hours we discharged 3,000 
gallons per minute, and during all of the eight hours 
discharged 2,300 gallons per minute, and we were able 
to supply filtered water during the entire time, and 
only used about 200,000 from our storage reservoir. 
The water that day was exceptionally clear, but in the 
worst day we have had this spring we have pumped to 
our consumers and for fire purposes 1,800,000 gallons 
without drawing on our storage capacity.

Modification of Contract of Sale.—Where 
a written contract for the sale of a chattel 
stipulates that the purchaser is to pay a 
certain amount before delivery and to give 
his notes for the balance, but afterward the 
purchaser declines to receive the article 
except upon twelve days’ trial, with the 
right to return if not satisfactory, and 
being agreed to by the seller, the pur- 
chaser’s rights are fixed by the modified, not 
the original, contract.—McGreger v. Bensinger 
Self-Adding Register Company, Supreme Court 
of Georgia, 12 S. E. Rep.

Recovery of Damages for Delay in Deliv- 
ery of Telegram.—Although there is on 
contract between the person to whom a 
telegram is addressed and the company by 
which the message is sent, it is settled by the 
courts in this country that the receiver may 
recover actual damages for negligent trans 
mission and inexcusable delay in the de- 
livery of a dispatch. There can be no re- 
covery, however, merely for mental suffer- 
ing unaccompanied by any actual damage.

J. L. & D. S. Riker, importers of chemi- 
cals, New York, have been appointed 
agents of the United Alkali Company, of 
England, for the United States and Canada, 
and will hereafter handle all of the bleach- 
ing powder exported by that company, ex- 
cept such as may be brought in under con- 
tracts now in force, all of which expire with 
the close of the year. 

Some time ago the Detroit Electric Light 

and Power Company contracted with a well- 
known concern for several triple expansion 
engines, one of which was duly erected. 
The other two, however, failed to be deliv 
ered on time. The company was under 
contract and bond for municipal lighting 
and power was imperative. On account of 
prompt delivery, and for no other reason, 
an order was given for two single acting 
compound engines of 250 horse power each, 
rated on 100 pounds of steam, but with the 
intention of carrying 150 pounds of steam. 
This was about one year ago. Under re- 
cent date in response to an inquiry from 
the People’s Electric’ Light Company, of 
Flint, Mich. (whose contract, by the way, 
Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co. have 
also taken), Mr. Fitzgerald, the general 
manager, writes: ‘*‘We have two Westing- 
house compound engines, 480 horse power 
each. We purchased them because we 
could not get other engines contracted for 
in time. However, we would have lost 
nothing if we had purchased Westinghouse 
engines throughout. They have given us 
the best of satisfaction; we find them eco- 
nomical, easy to run and durable; they 
require no tinkering, as most high-class 
engines do. Iam of the opinion that most 
high-class engines, so called, have acquired 
their title because of the high-class intelli- 
gence and engineering ability required to 
operate them successfully, and not because 
of their economy. In the purchase of an 
engine of 400 horse power or less, you can 
make no mistake in selecting a Westing- 
house compound.”’ This plant is further 
interesting from the fact that it was the 
means of displaying the capacity of me- 
chanical stokers when called upon for 
emergency service. The boiler room con- 
tains two Heine boilers of 300 nominal 
horse power each, but in fact developing 
ordinarily about 400 horse power each.

1,100 horse power was thrown upon 600 
horse power of boilers with stokers and 
upon the two single acting compound 
engines. The whole plant stood up to the 
work with ease and carried it through the 
night without any apparent forcing. The 
engines in this plant are further protected 
by separators and steam loops, and alto- 
gether the station represents a thoroughly 
practical and dividend earning piece of en- 
gineering.
